OUTBREAK OF CONVICTS. 


Soldiers Shoot Six of Them Down Before 
They Were Conquered, 

Madrid, November 16.—During the past 
year several outbreaks among the convicts 
have occurred in the prisons in the various 
parts of the country.

Today the most serious of all the series 
occurred in the prison at Tarragona and nine 
of the convicts were killed and then 
the convicts have been dissatisfied with 
their treatment for some time and formed a 
plan for a general pail delivery. The or- 
dinary convicts in the Spanish prisons are 
allowed considerable freedom within the 
walls and this practice allowed them in this 
case to carry out their plan. Shortly efter 
the prisoners were released from their cells 
this morning they mutinied. As a signal

soon had possession of the prison, with the 
exception of the quarters occupied by the 
governor. Before they could secure the 
that would give them their freedom the gov- 
ernor sent an urgent Appeal to the military 
authorities, who promptiy responded by 
sending a detachment of troops to the scene. 
When the soldiers arrived they found a_ma- 
jority of the convicts assembled in the hurt 
yard. The commander of troops called 
upon the prisoners to return to their cells, 
but he was greeted with oaths and derisive 
yells. Again he ordered them to go back. 
The convicts, who had armed themselves 
with all manner of things that could be 
used as 2 again refused to obey, 
and in a body advanced upon the soldiers. 
The rifles of the soldiers were loaded with 
ball cartridges and as the convicts moved to- 
ward them orders were rapidly given for 
them to fire. The order was obeyed but 
before the smoke had cleared away the 
convicts were upon the soldiers and a des- 
perate hand to hand fight followed. The 
convicts sought to wrest the weapons from 
the soldiers, but in this way they were not 
successful. If they had been they would 
p have driven the troops off and 
made their escape. 

Acting under orders from their command- 
er some of the sdldiers retreated from the 
struggling, convicts and reloaded

Mr. Glenn replied at some length and with 
as much personal severity as he had just re- 
ceived.

How Will it Affect. Business? 

The question of an extra session of the 
democratic congress for the purpose 
of putting in motion the machinery of 
reform grows more interesting as the dis- 
cussion proceeds. It might be supposed 
that the editors and politicians would be 
permitted to wrangle and jower over the 
suggestion without interruptions from the 
spectators. But this is not to be. The 
business men of the country are beginning 
to take a lively interest in the matter, 
and for the very good reason that it has 
an important bearing on their interests. 

It is well known that whatever measure 
of tariff reform the democrats may under- 
take to give the country will affect in 
some way the business interests. This, 
in the very nature of things, is inevitable. 
- Fortunately for the demoerats the busi- 
ness men of the country are anxious for 
a change. Many of them who are repub- 
licans on other questions voted for Mr. 
Cleveland on this question, and they want 
to see the democratic promises faithfully 
carried out. 

Everybody knows that there will be 
some change, but what change? Every- 
body knows that the democrats will re- 
form the tariff; but to what extent? Un- 
til the changes are actually made, nobody 
knows precisely what it will be; until the 
tariff is reformed, revised and adjusted, 
nobody can say With certainty what the 
extent of it will be. If nothing is to be 
done until the new congress meets in the 
regular way, more than a year from now, 
nothing in the way of tariff reform can 
be accomplished before June, 1894, and 
if the new tariff is to carry its year of 
grace, it will not go into operation until 
1895. re 

That is the outlook unless an extra ses- 
sion is called. Meanwhile, the business 
interests of the country will remain in 
a state of expectation; new industrial 
enterprises will be delayed; and every- 
thing of a substantial character will be 
waiting to discover the effect of the dem- 
ocratic measures. 

Will all this delay help the democrats? 
In 1896, if an extra session is not called, 
their tariff reform measure will still be in 
the nature of an experiment to be attack- 
ed by the republicans. The enthusiasm of 
the masses will be dulled by delay, and 
there will be great danger of a reversal of 
the popular verdict. 

As we have said, it will be time enough 
for Mr. Cleveland to decide the question’ 
after his inauguration. Meanwhile the 
discussion can be made interesting. 


A New Code. 

Mr. Boynton’s resolution requesting the 
general judiciary committee to examine 
the code of Georgia and its amendments 
with a view to deciding whether the work 
should be reclassified and republished, is 
a step in the right direction. 

The present cdéde is a large volume, 
and many lawyers believe that it would 
be more convenient, after revising it, to 
republish it in two volumes. If, however, 
it is thought best to stick to one volume 
the revisers may find, after due considera- 
tion, that certain matters in the present 
edition can very well be left out. For 
instance, there are many pages devoted 
to the elementary principles of ‘contracts, 
evidence and equity. These chapters pro- 
perly belong to textbooks, and not to a 
compilation of statutes. Eliminate these 
superfluous pages, and it will be easy 
enough to condense our code within the 
limits of a single volume of moderate size.

The reported increase in the number of 
cholera cases in France, Holland and 
Hungary is exciting some apprehension in 
this country. We are in constant com- 
munication with those lands, and they 
send thousands of immigrants here every 
year. 

Naturally, Chicago takes a lively inter- 
est in these reports. The Inter Ocean 
says: 2 

The success of the world’s Columbian ex- 
position now is assured past doubt, provided 
only that cholera does not become epidemic 
in the great cities of America. Chicago, es- 
pecially, is under obligations to enforce strict 
sanitary measures. The first of these, as it 
seems to us, is to keep the alleys clean. 

Keep the alleys clan now; they cannot be 
cleaned effectively in the spring. The wet 
season is at hand. All vegetable and animal 
refuse now thrown on the roadways of the 
alleys will be tramped into mud, will under- 
go partial decomposition during the winter, 
and will evolve poisonous vapors as soon as 
the warm sun of the spring time comes out. 
Begin to clean the alleys now. Prevent the 
sowing of the seeds of disease, 

Fortunately, Atlanta is in first-class 
sanitary condition. Moreover, there are 
reasons for believing that the city is out- 
side of the cholera belt. Still, we believe 
in taking advantage of every reasonable 
precaution, and our authorities in the 
early spring will doubtless repeat their 
excellent and thorough work of last sum- 
mer. 

A visitation of cholera next year would 
be a great calamity, and it goes without 
saying that it would be ruinous to the 
world’s fair. Under the circumstances, 
we feel satisfied that Chicago will leave 
nothing undone in the interests of the 
public health. The plague must Be kept 
out of that city if it costs millions of dol- 
lars to do it. 


The Silver Question. 

There is thought to be a movement in 
England in favor of bimetallism. The 
great labor agitation in Lancashire has 
developed that tendency, and both the 
manufacturers and the operatives, with 
remarkable unanimity, have given their 
support to the bimetallic theory. Mr. 
Balfour, late of the Salisbury government, 
has avowed his sympathy with the Lan- 
cashire movement and its purposes. 

Taking this as their cue, some of the 
American newspapers are disposed to 
hope that, after all, something substantial 
may result from the international mone- 
tary conference. But such a hope is idle. 
Whatever influence the Lancashire move- 
ment may have on British politics the re 
sult will not even remotely be felt in the 
international conference. 


The reason for this is that Great Britain. 


does not regulate her affairs through the 
medium of international conferences. She 
demonetized silver in 1816 of her own 
motion and without consulting with other 
nations. In the same way, she demone- 


tized gold in India and opened the Indian 


mints to the free coinage of silver. Con-

But the republic of the United States, 
a much more powerful nation in every 
respect, has permitted its financial policy 
to be dictated by Great Britain, and it 
is now waiting nervously on the action of 
an international conference called through 
the influence of the Wall street agents 
of British banks.

be settled in the interests of the people, - 


and the agents of foreign banks may as 
well begin to adjust themselves to the 
inevitable.

He cannot, for instance, understand the 
post-mortem talk of his party leaders. 
“Curiously enough,” he says, “they are 
now claiming that Harrison was defeated 
by the very things which they then said 
must insure his success.“ Of course these 
statements have a humorous twang, but 
it seems to us that a republican as prom- 
inent as Colonel McCullagh would be 
willing to drop a vell over those gibber- 
ing evidences of human frailty.

ored people have been traveling with rea- 
sonable peace prior to the passage of this 
act now in fore.

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inen Pritchett Tells How Ho Eraded 


ä the Posse 
THAT SOUGHT HIM TO HANG HIM 


Thrilling Experiences of the Night He 
Was in Hiding Atter Shooting 
Hurst to Death, 


Brack Pritchett denies that he fired the 
shot that ended Marshal Hurst's life and he 
tells a very clumsy story of his part in the 
killing, which, of, of course, is intended to 
clear him of the crime. ‘ 

He is still confined in the Atlanta jail until 
February court in DeKalk county. The 
story he tells will hardly stand before a 
jury against the positive evidence of Sheriff 
Austin, and other eye witnesses of the trag- 
edy of five summers ago. 

His First Arrest. 

„I was never arrested before in my life,” 
he said, “no charge of any kind was ever 
made against me. I have always been 
peaceable. 

“At the time this killing was done I was 
living on Mr. Sid Phelan's place not far 
from Decatur. It was five years ago last 
August that this killing occurred. 

A Sunday School Gathering. 

“It was at a Sunday school celebration 
and there was a big crowd of negroes there. 
It was held just north of Decatur near the 
railroad track. About the middle of the 
afternoon I carried one of my children 
down to the railroad depot in Decatur ud 
left it there. I started back to the celebra- 
tion walking up the railroad. About half 
way I met Mr. Austin, the sheriff and 
Marshall Hurst. with Wesley Hubert, a 
negro, they had under arrest. Several ne- 
groes were following them and seemed to 
be very mad. 

“I told Mr. Austin that if he would turn 
Hubert loose we would carry him home. 
Several other negroes told him the same 
He refused and somebody started a row. 
One of the white men with Mr. Hurst 
knocked Hubert down with a stick and he 
rolled down the railroad embankment. As 
he rolled they shot at him. Sheriff Austin 
shot at me three times and the smoke from 
his pistol burned my face. I had no pistol 
and ran off to save my life. Some of the 
negroes had pistols and began to shoot. I 
don’t know who shot Mr. Hurst. 1 got 
away from the place as fast as I could. 
I went home, but I soon heard that they 
were after me so I hid to keep out of their 
way. 

Came Near Getting Him. 


“That night a crowd came to my house to 
get me, but I was hid safely and they missed 
me. But I'll tell you they came very near 
getting me that night. Late in the night I 
managed to get away. With great difficul- 
ty I made my way to Chattanooga. I 
knew if they got me I was a dead negro, 
so I kept quiet. I changed my name from 
Pritchett to Oharles Warren, and under 
that name I managed to keep out of the 
clutches of the officers for over five years.“ 

But there’s an old time-worn saying that 
“murder will out,“ and it came to pass in 
the case of Pritchett. He was found by 
Detective Haskins and Lieutenant Hill, of 
the Chattanooga police force, and arrested 
after a struggle. For fear that he would be 
mobbed if carried to Decatur, Pritchett 
was put in the Atlanta jail for safe keeping. 
Yesterday his old father, who works at 
the oil mill at Kirkwood, called to see him 
and told him that he would employ counsel 
for him. The case against Pritchett is a 
strong one and he will almost surely hang. 


They Get the Reward. 


Lieutenant Hill and Detective Has- 
kins haul received $100 from the state as 
the reward for the capture of Pritchett, 
and $100 from the citizens of DeKalb 
county. The latter amount was paid by 
Sheriff Nash. 

Governor Gordon first offered a reward of 
$100 for Pritchett’s capture. Afterwards 
at the suggestion of Colonel M. A. Candler 
the reward was doubled. No record was 
made of the addition to the reward and it 
was not paid yesterday. 

When the county commissioners of De- 
Kalb county meet they will vote the cap- 
tors of Hurst’s murderer $100 more. a
